Solutions of the following Queftions. 


Q._ Gentlemen, I find you are very clear in your 
Notions of Things, at leaft to my Apprebenfion ; which 
incourag d me to bope for a Solution of the following 
Question, viz. Whence is it that Snow continues upon 
the Alps, when it is fo hot on the Plains below ? 

A. On the mie of high Mountains, the Sun Beams 
are not reflected as they are in the Valleys, by the 
fides of thofe Hills which incompafs them: Befides 
the greater Rarefaction of the Armofphere may be 


another reafon, why the Beames of the Sun have 
not fo much Power there, as being not fo much 
Concenrer’d, 

Q. What is the reafon that Winter ( when the Sun 
is nearer to us) is colder than Summer ? 

A. We take it co be this, that the Sun-beams nor 
falling fo perpendicular but more obliquely, the re- 
flected rays are more {catered and come not fo near 
to thofe of incidence, and confequently are weaker, 
that appears by the exceffive heats that are felt be- 
tween the Tropicks, and than no lefs cold by the 
Poles, and by our daily Experience, that the Sun 
hath more force in its Meridian than at its rifing 
or fetting.

Frankfort, February the 19th. 


HE French continue the Preparations in 

Alfatia, with the urmoft Diligence , and 

are rafing the Fortifications of Haguenau, 
and Bifwelier, in ordér to make ufe of rthofe Gar- 
rifons, in the Field, next Campaign. 

SwifJerland, February 21th, Monfieur de Puiffiewx, 
Ambaflador of France, is fer out from Baden, for 
Soleure, being very much difpleafed ar the Slownef$ 
of fome Cantons in returning the anf{wers to the 
Firft Project, about the Neurrality of Neufchatel, 

Conftantinople, February 15th. the Ortoman Port, 
have put out the Horfe Tail, and the Banner their 
niual Signal of Arming, at which the Venetians are 
in particular, very much allarmed and are refolved 
to augment their Forces confiderably, and therefore 
will demand to raife Men in che Canron of Zurich, 
and Bern, and in the Grifons Country. At the inde 
time, that Republick has given norice of the fame, 
to the Imperial Court, who had received the fame 
advice by Merchants, arrived at thar Court, from 
Turkey, And that the firft named Court, made 
Great Magazeens on the Frontiers of Dalmatia. €9e. 
But at the {ame time theRepublick ef Venice, is fend- 
ing Troops to the Frontiers, to Reinforce the Garri- 
fons of thofe Places, to prevent any Surprize, the 
Turks give eur norwithftanding they will maintain 
the. Truce of Carlowitz. 

Bruffells, February 20th, We have advice that a 
Great Confpiracy, in Favour of King Charles the 
3d. has been Ditcovered in feveral places of Seicily, 
and that the Chief Authors, of that Confpiracy are 


Committed to Prifon. 


* We hear from Venice, that three Regiments, of 
the Pruffian Treops, are Marching from the Par- 
mefan for Neufchatel, and are ro pafs through Coirc, 
and Zurich, Some Imperial Regiments, are Sud- 
denly to March for Germany. 

They Write from Leghorn, of the 3d, Inftanc 
that there was a report there, thar the Englith and 
Durch Fleet, had Landed at Cagliary, and that 
Sardinia, had Submitred to King Charles the 3d. 
But this is Conrradicted from other Parts, alledging 
that the faid Fleer met witha Tempeft and mott 
of them had faved themfelves at Porro Cali, near 
Sardinia. 

Hague, February 26th, Tis advized from Madrid,
